Four wreck at Berea last night re- 
mains a± four as follows: 


W. H. Blackwell, Cleveland.

All the above were mail clerks. Sev- 


en others were injured. 


L. M. Walworth died of his injuries 


but all of the others, all being Cleve- 
land residents, were totally consumed 
in the flames which reduced the mail 
cars to ashes. 
The only trace of 


them found was one set-of false teeth 
and a charred bone. Two tramps who 
were in a stock car, names unknown, 
were burned up in the wreck, making 
the dseath list six.
